Agencies that have entered into
agreements authorized by the laws of Montana to pay the state treasurer, for deposit in accordance
with 17-2-101 through 17-2-107, as determined by the state treasurer, an amount sufficient to pay
the principal and interest as due on the bonds or notes have statutory appropriation authority for
the payments.
